4. Claims 1-50 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Many references in the art disclose the packet switching fabric. Most of those references 
are comprising a plurality of switching devices coupled together by data ring and control ring for 
managing data transfer via buffer units and control by processor, such as that found in Davis et 
al. [5,883,895], Wong et al [U.S. 6,363,077], Dai et al [U.S. 6,246,692]. But no prior art 
reference discloses the source manager and means for developing pointer information and 
providing transfer announcement; the destination manager and means for arbitrating between 
local and remote requests for access to network ports and generating transfer notification 
information for transfer data packets, and where the processor communicates control messages to 
switching devices through control ring based on transfer announcement.
